Based on the 1924 tax levies on the automotive 
industry, the committee’s action will relieve the : 


motor truck industry of a total burden of $1,807,- 

811. Tires, parts and accessories are lightened of 

a tota! tax debt of $22,737,384. The reduction from 

5 to 3 per cent. on passenger cars would amount to 

$37,656,619, on the basis of the 1924 levy. 

It must be remembered that the findings of the Ways) 
and Means Committee do not constitute actual tax reduc-! 
tion. On the committee’s suggestions he House bill will be} 
formulated, but there may even. be changes made by the} 
lower body. The Senate will scarcely accept the bill as; 
written and it would not be strange to have a lengthy fight} 
on the measure.
